ditions in the waiting trade are much 
better now than they wero a few years 
ago. 
Then hundreds of waiters were 


Working 14 hours a day for 
?15 a 
month, and paying expenses of inci- 
dental breakage. Now a 
minimum 
standard of 10 hours a day, for six 
days a week has been-established at a 
weekly wage 
ot $15. 
Furthermore, 


all responsibility 
for 
breakage 
has 
been 
removed 
from . tho 
waiter s 
shoulders. 
The old practice oC dock- 


ing' a waiter for dishes or other prop- 
erty-damaged by him in performing 
his work—a practice which was often 
tak-en advantage of by unscrupulous 
employers—has been finally eliminat- 
ed 
The other day a waiter spilled 


a cup of coffee in the lap of a guest 
at one of the nearby beach hotels ana 
the management docked him ?4. But 
the money was later refunded to him. 
Says It Is Progressive. 
An English 
waiter 
who 
recently 
came to this country takes the optim- 
istic view that the 10 percent tipping 
system will come into vogue because 
it is a progressive measure. 


"Conditions are getting better for 
us, sir." he explained cheerfully as he 
set down a heavy tray of food. "It's 
now the salaried?1 people who are get- 
ting the worst ofl the high cost of hy- 
ing problem." 
In Europe, ha said, in 


•most places a restaurant 
proprietor 
was regarded as being slightly out of 
his mind if he paid wages to a waiter. 
It was not unusual for waiters to 
pay for the privilege 'of waiting 
in 


certain places, and in others they even 
paid for the matches 
xised 
by the 


public. 
But the war put Sn end to 
most of these practices—just how he 
wasn't qxiite sure. 


-With the waiters favorable to the 


10 percent tipping system, the ques- 
tion of its adoption is now largely one 
for restaurant men to decide. A year 
ago, there would have been'little hope 
of getting such a measure through. 
The restaurant men naturally are in 
business for profit, and if they 
can 
make the public pay for.its service in 
tips, why should they take tho bur- 
den upon themselves. 
But this year 
there Is a new factor in the situation 
—prohibition. After January T, there 
seems' reason to believe 
that 
New 
York will be actually dry, and this is 
expected to have a depressing effect 
upon the cafe business. Already some 
individuals claim that they .notice a 
falling off in tips. Thus, 
it is being 
widely predicted that next year the 
public is going- to be In a much sober-

willing to be imposed upon. 
Bosses Oppose It. 
If.this is a foregone conclusion to 


these prophets it does not 
seem 
to 
have made much of an "impression up- 
on the restaurant men. They are con- 
sidering adopting the 10 percent tip- 
ping system, it is true, but many have 
already decided against it. Their op- 
position is not based upon their own 
dislike of the proposition, 'but upon 
the fear that it would not please the 
waiters or the public.

"I'very much 
doubt .if 
it would 


please the waiters," declared the pro- 
prietor of a. well-known 
New Tork 
cafe the other night. • "A 20 - percent 
charge would have to be made, in my 
opinion, 
1C waiters are to get, under 
the new plan, what they are getting 


This proprietor also believes that 


such a system would encourage 
the 
poor -waiter and discourage the good 
ones by removing 
competition and 


permitting each to receive the same 
tip. 'T imagine also," he said, "that 
you would: find the American public 
inclined to resent any rule that would 
specify the size of the tip It is to give. 
Ton might gladly..give one waiter 25 
•percent of the check where you would 
begrudge • another waiter even1 5 per 
cent." 
Another proprietor'of a smart cafe 


also asserted that he believed the Am- 
erican .public would never be satisfied 
with such a system. 
"My experience 
has shown that-the majority, of pep7 
pin who patronize a restaurant of this 
kind like to tip," he declared. 
"They 
like to feel that they -can buy good 
service. In -New Tork you have to .pay 
for that, and it usually 
cosra 
a lot 
more than 10 percent." 
In spite oE these various views, the 


10 percent tip plan is meeting with 
such general approval on the part of 
the public that several smaller cafes 
have taken It'up. If popularity is the 
basis 
of money-making in 
the res--' 
turant business, then the new plan is. 
profitable and stands every chance to 
survive.

New York.—The man who tried to 


trap the British 'fleet, Ignatius Triblch 
Lincoln, Darlington's disloyal liberal 
ex-M. P., has recently been deported 
to Hungary, his native land. Great 
Britain Is now free of one of the most 
amazing- and 
notorious rogues 
that 
came to light during the great war.
